to diflemble; and the Cro/s& Mitre, Fortune & 
Religion, are by no means inconfiftent. Fortune 
in Days of yore was indeed a Heathen Deity ; but 
it would be ftrange, beyond Conception, if in all 
this Time, fhe were not made a Profelyte and a 
Chrifiian. The antient Fathers therefore, finding 
her a Heathen, were under a prudent Neceffity of 
treating her with fome Harfhnefs; but much againft 
the Gentlene/s of their Nature. They had always 
a remarkable Weakne/s for her; and, fome Authors 
affirm, that, when any divine Declamation was 
ever utter’d againft the too-eager Defires of frail Men 
after her Enjoyment, the Declaimer never defigned 
to be literally underftood by thofe who knew better. 
What Credit is due to this Affertion, I won’t take 
upon me to fay; but I am too warm an Advocate of 
the prefent Church Militants, not to deny even the 
Imputation of any antiquated Hyprocrify which 
might be invidioufly levelled at them: for they are 
honeft enough to declare, thro’ the whole Tenor of 
their Actions, they haveno higher Views, no fonder 
Hopes than thofe which find their Center in the 
Palm of Fortune, vulgarly called Preferment. 


From what has been faid, the univerfal Prevalence 
of the Lady Fortune (for fince her Converfion fhe 
has loft the Title of, tho’ not, her Divinity) is evi- 
dent; and as we are defigning a Sacrifice to her, un- 
der the Name of a Lottery, this Year as well as the 
laft, it behoves her Votaries to underftand her as 
early and as thoroughly as poffible, the better to en- 
gage her random Favours. But fhould the under- 
ftanding her at all, as it may, be remembered im- 
poffible ; it does not follow, that the trufting her at 
all fhould be deemed abfurd. For this Reafon, we 
fhall defcribe her Lottery from the Inftrument of 
its Creation. 


But we muft firft, for the Information of the 
lefs intelligent, premife the Occafion of this Lottery. 
The prefent Laws for the Regulation of the Poor, 
which are entrufted to the voluntary Execution of 
private Men, and which therefore wear too much 
the Afpect of general Liberty, are found unequal to 
the Purpofes tor which they were made. For this 
Reafon, other Laws, which are to be infallible, are 
to be fubftituted in their place. Every County is 
to be divided into convenient Diftri€ts, by the Bench 
of Juftices, and approved by the Privy-Council. 
Each of thefe Diftricts is to contain many Parifhes ; 
and about the middle of every Diftric&t is to be built 
what is called a Houfe of Induftry, for the general 
Reception of all Poor belonging to the Diftri&. But 
it fhould have been firft obferved, that Twelve Gen- 
tlemen are to be chofe by Lot, and called Guardians 
of the Poor, who are firft to purchafe Ground, &c. 
for the building of every Houfe of Induftry, and 
then to regulate its Poor, gratis. Thefe honorary 
Officers are to be annual, to have Officers under 
them with Salaries, over whom they are to have 
as much Power as any other Body-Corporate have 
over their Servants, that is, they may turn out thofe 
who misbehave. ‘There is to be no Sale of Places. 


As the Examination of the Bill isnot the prefent 
Purpofe, we have faid enough of it. We were only 
to fhew the Expences confequent of it, the Purchafe 
of Ground, Buildings, &c. And thefe a Lottery 
was judged the eafieft and moft expeditious Method 
of defraying.

Whitehall, March 3. The King has beén pleafed 
to appoint the Right Hon. James Lord Tyrawly to 
be his majefty’s plenipotentiary to the king of Por- 


tugal. 


Tuefday being the Day appointed for the celebra- 
tion of his Majelty’s Birth Day, the Morning was 
ufhered in with Ringing of Bells. At Noon the 
Park and Tower Guns were fired ; and there was 
the moft numerous Appearance of the Nobility, 
Gentry, and Foreign Minifters to compliment his 
Majefty on the Occafion, who were all drefs’d in a 
moft brilliant and magnificent Manner. 

The Ball at St. James's on Tuefday Night laft 
was the moft fplendid that has been known for many 
Years. His Royal Highnefs the Prince of Wales 
went in a very grand Coach contrived in an entire 
new Taite, and made on purpofe to add Luftre, on 
that joyful Occafion ; and was dreffed in a fcarlet 
velvet Coat with blue velvet Cuffs, and both en- 
riched with a broad and narrow Silver Lace; his 
Waiftcoat was alfo of blue Velvet. His Majefty 
came into the Ball Room foon after Nine o’Clock, 
when the Ball was opened by the Prince of Wales 
and the Princefs Augufta. The Duke of Cumber- 
landand Prince Edward Tikewife danced Minuets. 
The Royal Family withdrew about Twelve, and 
the Ball ended foou after. 

It is faid that his Majefty will not fet out for his 
German Dominions fooner than May. 

We hear her Royal Highnefs the Princefs of 
Hefle is expected to arrive at Hanover about the 
Time his Majefty is expected there, in order to try 
the Change of Air for the Recovery of her Health.

The 
Symptoms were, Prickings in his Fundament ani 
Bowels, his Mouth and Noftrils were full of .Pim- 
ples, and his Teeth rotted out of his Head, and that 
he believed the Deceafed died of Poifon. This Evi- 
dence was confirmed by Dr. Lewis.
